Alexa to retire 


McDonough leaving 
federal politics to 
spend time with family

While friends and family members 
welled up with tears, Alexa McDo¬ 
nough remained composed yester¬ 
day as she calmly announced the 
end of her 29-year political career. 

She told a packed banquet hall at 
Halifax's Lord Nelson Hotel she in¬ 
tends to leave Ottawa come the next 
federal election. 

"I feel very strongly that it is the 
right thing to do and this is the right 
time to do it," the NDP MP for Hal¬ 
ifax told more than 100 media, 
politicians, family and friends. 


leaving on good terms 

McDonough said her decision to 
leave politics has nothing to do 
with party members or New Demo¬ 
crat Leader Jack Layton. 

“I have 100 per cent positive rea¬ 
sons, and a long list of them," she 
said, smiling at her grandchildren. 

With three of her grandchildren 
sitting in the front row, along with 
her eldest son and stepdaughter, 
McDonough explained she is mak¬ 
ing the choice so she can spend 
more time with her family. 

She also wants to come home to 
Halifax. 

"I want to be able to walk 
through the (Public Gardens) more 
often," she said. 

McDonough began her political 
career in 1980, when she took over 


leadership of Nova Scotia's NDP. She 
was the first woman leader of a rec¬ 
ognized political party in Canada. 

She was the leader of the federal 
NDP from 1995 to 2003 and was 
elected to Parliament in 1997. 

Yesterday's announcement was 
the 11th anniversary of her initial 
election to Parliament. As the only 
female MP from Atlantic Canada, 
she is considered a trailblazer for 
women in Canadian politics. 

Since she stepped down as leader 
of the federal NDP in 2003, McDo¬ 
nough has concentrated on interna¬ 
tional development and peace 
advocacy. She said she would con¬ 
tinue working in both these areas, 
but would not take up another po¬ 
litical appointment.

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Stabbing 
victim a 
‘good guy'

The elderly man who was found 
stabbed to death near a central Hal¬ 
ifax schoolyard was "a good guy," 
said one of his neighbours. 

"He was all right, good to talk to," 
said the man, who didn't want to be 
named. "He kept to himself really." 

A passersby found the body of 
Daniel Martin Newman, 65, at 3:30 
a.m. Saturday on a path next to St. 
Patrick's-Alexandra School. Police 
say he was murdered. 

Newman lived in a nearby one- 
bedroom apartment in a public 
housing high-rise for seniors at 5565 
Cornwallis St. He frequented Char¬ 
lie's Club on the corner of Creighton 
and Cunard streets, but always just 
ordered water and sometimes asked 
to use the phone, said an employee. 

"He walked around the neigh¬ 
bourhood a lot," the staffer said. 

Newman had a lengthy criminal 
record showing convictions for theft, 
possessing stolen property, and 
breaching court-imposed conditions. 

He had recently served five 
months in the Burnside jail and was 
released in May last year. At the time 
of his death, he had a $300 out¬ 
standing fine and was awaiting sen¬ 
tencing for theft under $5,000. 

So far, police have no suspects. 

Police are asking for help in piec¬ 
ing together Newman's whereabouts 
from 12:30 a.m. until 3:30 a.m. Sat¬ 
urday morning. 

"We don't believe he was there for 
an extended period of time," said po¬ 
lice spokesman Const. Jeff Carr. 

He said there's no evidence to sug¬ 
gest it's connected to the May 3 mur¬ 
der of Jaumar Carvery, 21, in the 
same neighbourhood.

Sentencing today 
for third girl in 
torture case

The mother of the third girl 
to be sentenced for the sav¬ 
age beating of Kathie Lee 
Bennet behind a Dartmouth 
school last year told a court 
she'd do anything to keep her 


daughter out of trouble 
again. 

"I need something that 
they can show me how to 
deal with her," she told Hali¬ 
fax youth court Judge Pam 
Williams at a sentencing 
hearing yesterday, as both 
she and her 15-year-old 
daughter cried. 

The mother admitted she 
had struggled with drugs in 
the past and had been con¬ 
victed of shoplifting. She said 


she needs help so that she 
can help her daughter, who 
has pleaded guilty to her role 
in the vicious attack. Neither 
can be named under provi¬ 
sions of the Youth Criminal 


Justice Act. 

Brittany McNeil, 18, was 
sentenced in March to six 
years in jail for leading the 
attack. A second teenage girl 
got a two-year youth sen¬ 


tence last month. 

Asked if she'd like to see 
her 15-year-old freed this 
week, her mother paused be¬ 
fore saying no. "I think that 
(social services) should be in 
place before she comes 
home," she said, adding she 
hopes her daughter will be 
free and back in school by 
fah. 

Crown prosecutor John 
Nisbet withdrew his bid to 
have the teen sentenced as an 


adult. 

Expert witness Jessica Ius, 
a psychologist at the IWK, 
said the girl was "motivated" 
in her therapy and posed a 
moderate risk to re-offend. 
Ius singled out the role of the 
mother as critical to ensuring 
the girl gets her life on track 
when she leaves Waterville 
youth jail, where she has 
been for eight months. 

Williams will sentence the 
teen this morning.

Maritime Travel 
wins suit against 
Go Travel Direct

Maritime Travel has success¬ 
fully sued the online travel 


operator Go Travel Direct for 
a 2004 ad that it claimed was 
"misleading". 

In a decision released yes¬ 
terday, Nova Scotia Supreme 
Court Justice Suzanne Hood 
ruled that Maritime Travel 
lost nearly $217,000 after Go 
Travel Direct ran ads in local 
newspapers claiming their 


specials were "Not available 
from your Maritimes travel 
dealer" and marketing them¬ 
selves as cheaper than travel 
agents. 

At the time, the two were 
locked in a hot competition 
for the winter sun travel 
business and were regularly 
matching each other's prices. 


Go Travel Direct began 
running the ads in January 
2003 and continued until 
2005, but Hood ruled it was 
only an ad in 2004 that vio¬ 
lated the federal Competition 
Act. She found Go Travel 
dropped its price on a resort 
in Puerto Plata, Dominican 
Republic in time to run an ad 


in January, and then raised 
its price again after the ad 
ran. 

"Had Go Travel Direct not 
directed misleading advertis¬ 
ing at Maritime Travel in 
2004, its market share would 
have increased over that in 
2003," Hood wrote. "The ad is 
more than merely one-sided. 


It does not have a reasonable 
basis for its representation. It 
was clearly unfair." 

The decision means Go 
Travel will have to pay 
$216,842 to Maritime Travel, 
along with an unspecified 
amount toward Maritime 
Travel's legal costs.

Opposition MPs 
outvote Tories 
to hold inquiry 

A parliamentary committee 
will launch an inquiry into 
the Maxime Bernier scandal 
next week in the wake of 
Prime Minister Stephen 
Harper's refusal to hold an 
independent investigation. 

Opposition MPs on the 
public safety committee yes¬ 
terday outvoted the Conser¬ 
vative minority to push 


ahead with an inquiry into 
the security breach involving 
Bernier and ex-girlfriend 
Julie Couillard. 

"Since Mr. Harper is refus¬ 
ing to call a full public in¬ 
quiry, we will do this," said 
Liberal MP IJjjal Dosanjh 
(Vancouver South), a commit¬ 
tee member. 

Starting a week today, the 
committee will look into the 
facts surrounding the former 
foreign affairs minister's res¬ 
ignation after it was revealed 
he left confidential cabinet 


documents at the home of 
Couillard, who had past ro¬ 
mantic ties to organized- 
crime figures. 

Harper yesterday ignored 
opposition calls for an inde¬ 
pendent inquiry or an RCMP 
investigation into the Bernier 
affair, saying an internal for¬ 


eign affairs department in¬ 
vestigation is good enough. 

"The rules with regard to 
classified documents are ex¬ 
tremely important. That is 
why the minister offered to 
resign and why I have ac¬ 
cepted his resignation," he 
said.

Charges possible for 
B.C. polygamist sect 


A Canadian polygamist com¬ 
munity belonging to the same 
breakaway religious sect that 
was raided by Texas authori¬ 
ties in April is again facing 
possible criminal charges, of¬ 
ficials said yesterday. 

A special prosecutor has 
been appointed to look at al¬ 
legations of misconduct in 
the Bountiful, B.C., commu¬ 
nity whose members have 
quietly practised polygamy 
since the late 1940s. 

But the announcement 
also exposed a split in the 


provincial attorney general's 
office over how to pursue a 
case that has some prosecu¬ 
tors fearing it will lead to 
Canada's anti-polygamy laws 
being declared unconstitu¬ 
tional. 

A special prosecutor de¬ 
cided last year not to pursue 
criminal charges, but sug¬ 
gested the Supreme Court of 
Canada be asked directly if 
the polygamy law was con¬ 
stitutional or if it unfairly in¬ 
fringed on religious rights.

Ontario, Quebec join forces 


In a rebuff to the Canadian 
government's plan to fight 
climate change, the country's 
two biggest provinces agreed 
in principle yesterday to set 
up a market-based system to 
curb greenhouse gas emis¬ 
sions. 

The premiers of Ontario 


and Quebec, which between 
them account for almost 
two-thirds of Canada's 33 
million population, said Ot¬ 
tawa's program to cut emis¬ 
sions 20 per cent from 2006 
levels by 2020 was inade¬ 
quate and misguided.

Deaths stun 
friends of 
'regular guy' 

Man suspected 
in murder-suicide 
in Ottawa

Metro Calgary 

While Ottawa police contin¬ 
ued their investigation last 
night into Saturday's ap¬ 
parent murder-suicide, 
friends of Ryan Sawchuk in 
Calgary expressed astonish¬ 
ment the "regular guy" they 
knew could be a suspected 
killer. 

Wes Jardine, Sawchuk's 
occasional defence partner 
on both the Calgary Beef¬ 
cakes and Vipers summer 
hockey squads, said the 28- 
year-old Calgarian was a 
skilled player, a joker, easy¬ 
going and a guy he never 
would have thought capable 
of violence against his fi¬ 
ance, Alicia Bateman, 28. 

"He was a regular guy, no 
demons, no issues that any¬ 
one was aware of anyway," 
Jardine said yesterday. 

Autopsies on the bodies of 
Bateman and Sawchuk were 
being conducted in Kingston 
yesterday to officially deter¬ 
mine causes of death after 
both were discovered in an 
Orleans home following an 
emergency call. 

Metro confirmed reports 
Bateman had been strangled 
in the garage of her home, 
while Sawchuk was found in 
the home, hanging from a 
noose. 

Major Crime investigators 
are expected to complete 
their search of the two- 
storey brick home today.

Canadian accused 
of abusing boys 

A Thai court began the for¬ 
mal trial yesterday of Cana¬ 
dian pedophile suspect 
Christopher Neil, seven 
months after he was arrested 
in a global manhunt trig¬ 
gered by "swirly face" images 
of abuse found on the Inter¬ 
net. 

Neil, his wrists and ankles 
shackled as he appeared in 
the Bangkok Criminal Court, 
pleaded not guilty to four 
charges of molesting and dis¬ 
tributing pornographic im¬ 
ages of two Thai boys. 

"I deny all the charges as I 


have done nothing wrong," 
Neil said. If found guilty, the 
3 2-year-old could spend up 
to 20 years in jail. 

Neil presented a list of four 
defence witnesses and re¬ 


fused to pay 300,000 baht 
($9,200) in compensation de¬ 
manded by the parents of 
one of the boys. The next 
hearing was due October 7, 
Neil's lawyer said. reuters

The process is expected to get under¬ 
way quickly, as sources say over-agers 
Peter-James Corsi and Guillaume 
Monast already appear headed to the 
Drummondville Voltigeurs and Quebec 
Remparts for various draft picks to 
complete last season's trades for David 
Bouchard and Brad Marchand. 

Mooseheads general manager Marcel 
Patenaude will also entertain other of¬ 
fers — likely to centre around key vet¬ 
erans Logan MacMillan, Andrew White 
and Mark Yetman — and his plan is to 
have a heavyweight contender for 
2010 - 11 . 

"My strategy for the next three years 
is to stay competitive," Patenaude said. 
"It's the same strategy as three years 
ago, when we acquired picks to draft

(Ben) MacAskill, (Yuri) Cheremetiev, 
MacMillan and (Daniel) Smith. We want 
players we think can make us a con¬ 
tender in three years." 

If the Corsi and Monast deals go 
down as most expect, the Mooseheads 
will be left with picks in the second, 
third and fourth rounds. 
They'll also have two 
seventh-rounders. 

Yetman, who projects 
as Halifax's starting goal- 
tender next season, is 
virtually guaranteed not 
to be dealt. MacMillan will be sought 
after by contenders such as the Memo¬ 
rial Cup host Rimouski Oceanic, as will 
White, to a lesser extent. 

"Nobody's untouchable," Patenaude 
said. "If I get serious offers for any of 
our players, it's going to be discussed. If 
a team will give us what they're worth, 
we'll do it." 

Patenaude may be better served 
waiting until Christmas if he'd like to 
move MacMillan or White. MacMillan 
is coming off a tough year in which he 
battled fatigue, while White has poten¬ 
tial to more than double his career-high 
of 34 points. Quick starts in the fall will 
boost the value of both players. 

"It also depends on a player like 
Logan, too ... If Logan wants to stay in 
Halifax, we're committed to our players 
and we won't change that philosophy," 


Patenaude said.

I f you're looking to make a dif¬ 
ference in your local environ¬ 
ment, consider taking part in the 
Nature Watch program. 

NatureWatch is a series of com¬ 
munity-based programs, partnered 
between Nature Canada and Envi¬ 
ronment Canada's Ecological Mon¬ 
itoring and Assessment Network 
co-ordination office. In the pro¬ 
grams, Environment Canada col¬ 
lects information on ecosystems 
and their plants and animals across 
the country to better understand 
how stressors such as global warm¬ 
ing, acid rain and invasive species 
impact them, according to the web¬ 
site.

FrogWatch 


ENVIRONMENT Canada speculates 
on its website that frogs and toads 
are particularly vulnerable to dam¬ 
age caused by pollution because 
they have semi-permeable skin and 
they live between water and land.

When boating, avoid stirring up 
bottom sediment with propellers. 
Keep personal watercraft out of 
shallow areas that are critical 
habitat for spawning fish, aquatic 
plants, and aquatic invertebrates. 

Hunters and anglers should use 
non-lead shot and fishing gear so 
birds eating spent shot or lost 
sinkers will not be poisoned.

Cottage conundrum 


Q Since 1974 , my wife 
and I owned a cot¬ 
tage. We seldom use 
the cottage but my kids and 
grandchildren enjoy its use 
all summer. If we sell the 
cottage, will we be subject to 
tax? If we are, can I gift the 
property to kids and avoid 
the taxes? - gerry and Lorraine 
Prior to December 31 , 
1981 , it may have 
been possible to 
claim a capital gain exemp¬ 
tion on the cottage. How¬ 
ever, after 1981 an exemption 
can only be claimed on one 
principal residence per fam¬ 
ily unit. Family members in¬ 
clude spouses, common law 
partners and children under 
18 years of age. Therefore, 
any sale or transfer of owner¬ 
ship would be subject to capi¬ 
tal gains, including gifting.

Like Yap, Bali foresees a 
day when only minor proce¬ 
dures are done in the more 
expensive industrialized na¬ 
tions, while major surgery is 
conducted in developing 
countries where costs are 
lower. In India, for instance,

more than $100,000 in the 
U.S. 

"It all boils down to cost 
savings," Bali says. 

Dr. Brian Day, head of the 
Canadian Medical Associa¬ 
tion, foresees a day when 
Canada could be a medical 
tourism destination, once 
waiting lists are eliminated 
here. 

"I think we can come 
within a few thousand dol¬ 
lars of those Indian prices," 
says Day, who was not at the 
Vegas conference. 

Computer companies are 
getting in on the act, as well. 

AOL co-founder Steve Case 


has set up revolution- 
health.com to help people di¬ 
rect their own care, while 
Google has just launched an 
online health records busi¬ 
ness. 

For many at the confer¬ 
ence, easier access to records, 
traditionally the property of 
individual doctors and hospi¬ 
tals, was considered essential 
to the development of global 
health care. 

Microsoft Corp., mean¬ 
while, is developing ways for 
doctors to consult with one 
another and with patients by 
computer - especially hand¬ 
held devices, in hopes of re¬ 
ducing response times.

You prick your finger, put a 
few drops of blood in a vial, 
put it in an envelope and 
mail the package to a lab in 
Georgia.

There was no shortage of 
blue-sky thinking at a recent 
medical tourism conference 
in Las Vegas. 

All the predictions about 
the future shared two basic 
conclusions: patients will be¬ 
come consumers directing 
their own care, and health 
care will soon be as global¬ 
ized as manufacturing. 

"Personally, I think the 
long term economy is going 
to be about multi-national 
health care corporations ... 
with facilities in North 
America and Asia," says 
Jason Yap, head of the Singa¬ 
pore Tourist Board's medical 
tourism office. 'And patients 
will be sent to where re¬ 
sources are best deployed."

As the medical tourism 
industry matures, it has 
begun to specialize. Here 
is a breakdown of some of 
the destinations, and 
their specialties: 

»Latin America: Cosmetic 
surgery and dental work, 
traditionally targeting the 
U.S. market.

Research has yet to pro¬ 
vide conclusive evidence to 
support these fears. 
Nonetheless, certain ingre¬

I f the recent hype over

about relationships we can 
all glean from them. 

“So many women are on 
the search for love, but the 
reality is I don’t think you 
can be in a good relation¬ 
ship until you are in a 
good place as an individ¬ 
ual,” says Reiniger. “It is a 
journey for everyone. If 
we’re in a relationship 
that’s not good the only 
person who can change 
that is ourselves, or if we’re 
in a relationship that’s 
great the only person who 
can keep it that way is our¬ 
selves.” 

But it certainly helps to 
know there are others who 
can commiserate.
